“The war, which caused such un- 
precedented damage and suffering 
in missicnary areas, has opened 
new fields to the Gospel,” the Holy 
Father says. In the dark days of 
conflict, he points out, “vast num- 
bers of people came to admire the 
splendid courage of our mission- 
aries; they experienced their be- 
neficent charity and were com- 
forted by their compassionate kind- 
ness.” Through the heroic sacri- 
fices of “these missionary ambas- 
sadors of Christ, the hearts of 
countless thousands were opened 
to the saving influence of the Word 
of God.” 

Adding that “these souls are 
calling out for missionaries, so that 
they may learn the mysteries of 
the Faith, hear the tidings of 
great joy—in a word, that they 
may see Jesus,” the Pontiff char- 
acterizes the means at the disposal 
of the Church to meet this call as 
“regretfully inadequate,” noting 
that the number of missionaries has 
been lessened by the war, which 
dealt a heavy blow not only to 
the missions but also to the Church 
in Europe, and that in these circum- 
stances much of the hope of the 
missions rests with the faithful 
of the United States. 

The Mission Sunday offering of 
the faithful in the United States 
last year, the Pontiff recalls, was 
“the largest recorded.” Extending 
“sincere and profound thanks” for 
this aid, the Holy Father notes that 
“the needs of the present hour 
calls for still greater sacrifices.” 

“Whence comes that inspiration 
to sacrifice?” His Holiness asks. 
“It comes from a prayerful aware- 
ness of the needs of the missions. 
The Catholic’s response to mission- 
ary appeal must not be a mere 
material gift of aid but a gift com-

Taylor Continues 
Talks To All 
Religious Leaders 


President Truman Says 
He Hopes To Enlist All 
In Effort For Peace 


Washington, Oct. 6 —(NC) — 
President Truman said yesterday 
afternoon that Myron C. Taylor, 
his personal representative to His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII, will con- 
tinue to do the work he has been 


doing “in the hope of enlisting the 
influence and support of all re- 
ligious* leaders in the effort to 
bring about permanent peace.” 

Mr. Taylor who returned from 
Europe a few days ago conferred 
with President Truman shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday. He declined 
to comment upon his mission or 
his talk with the President, tell- 
ing reporters that “the President 
will tell you about it in a few days, 
I hope. 

Shortly after Mr. Taylor left 
the White House, the following 
statement was issued there: 

“The President teday had a con- 
ference with Mr. Myron C. Taylor, 
his personal representative to 
Pope Pius XII. 

“Mr. Taylor gave the President 
a preliminary report on his re- 
cent mission. He informed the 
President that while he was in 
Europe, besides seeing the Pope, 
he conferred with His Grace the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and with 
Dr. Otto Dibelius, Lutheran Bish- 
op of Berlin, as well as other re- 
ligious leaders on the question of 
cooperation in establishing per- 
manent peace in the world. 

“Mr. Taylor will continue these 
discussions from time to time in 
the hope of enlisting the influence 
and support of all religious lead- 
ers in the effort to bring about 
permanent peace.” 

On leaving the White House, Mr. 
Taylor stopped in the lobby to ad- 
mire a painting entitled “The 
Peacemakers,” by George R. A. 
Healy. It shows President Lin- 
coln discussing the possibilities of 
peace with Generals Grant and 
Sherman and Admiral Porter.

I am reminded, while speak- 
ing about a permanent chapel, to 
tell my readers that there will be 
about nine altars, all of which 
will need furnishings. Some of 
the Sisterhoods have already 
asked for the privilege of in- 
stalling an altar, and we, in 
turn, promised the good Sisters 
prayers for more recruits for 
their Community, which are 
badly needed. 

But vestments and chalices 
and candlesticks and missals and 
altar cloths will be welcomed and 
your Bishop feels certain that 
many people will be delighted to 
supply some of them. 

The cabins which will house 


will need about sixty double deck 
beds, and we hope that we will 
have donors for these. We shall 
also need about a dozen small 
lake boats. . 

It will be recalled that two 
years ago we had a collection in 
the Fort Wayne Deanery for the 
new Seminary, and in the four 
other deaneries for new high 
schools. But there are some 
parishes in several “Deaneries 
whose children live too far to at- 
tend any Catholic High School. 
Some of these parishes did con- 
tribute to the Seminary Fund, 
but others have not sent a con- 
tribution. We know that they 
will all want to be represented.

LEAFLET on “Purgatory,” is- 

sued by the Gogpel Missionary 
Union of Kansas City, Mo., charges 
the Catholic clergy with extorting 
money from people on their death- 
bed “to pray their souls out of pur- 
gatory immediately after they die” 
— a diabolical accusation without 
the slightest foundation in fact. 

The author writes: 


“The strong public sentiment 
that is everywhere found against 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses should apply to the Roman 
Catholic priests who extort money 
from deceived relatives for Mass- 
es which they pretend will better 
the condition of the dead. The 
priest who tells a suffering hus- 
band or mother that his dead wife 
or her daughter is in a place called 
purgatory, and that his prayers, to 
be paid for with cash in hand, are 
necessary for the release of the 
soul of such a dead person from 
this man-made purgatory, is surely 
an imposter, and ought to be 
counted with those who obtain 
money under false pretenses. The 
Church that maintains this species 
of dishonesty should be held in dis- 
repute by all honest people regard- 
less of their religious differences.” 

The best answer to such a 
charge would sn be an offer 
of $1,000.00 proof that any 


priest has ever done any such 
thing. 

The Church does not pretend to 
know whether the soul of any 
particular person goes to purga- 
tory immediately following death. 
The Jews in the Old Law believed 
in a place where souls are detained 
following death, and can be helped 


by the prayers of the living, and 
particularly by sacrifices offered 
for them, and Jews still believe 
that doctrine which, of course, 
clearly implies that the Israelitic 
people were so taught in the Old 
Law. If there was a purgatory 
in the Old Law there is still a pur- 
gatory.

Just as°a name is given to 
the inspired Scriptures, and a name 
given to the mystery which teach- 
es that there are three Persons in 
one God, so have we given a name 
to the place or state in the other 
world where those are detained for 
a time, who, at death, were not 
good enough for immediate en- 
trance into Heaven, nor 
enough for immediate condemna- 
tion to hell. 

It is equally absurd for Protes- 


tants to accuse the clergy of mak- | 


ing money by Mass offerings. The 
Church allows her clergy a very 
small pittance for their services. 
Even city priests, who are faced 
with the same high cost of living 
that city people are, receive for 
the most part-only $1,000.00 a year 
in salary. The small amount of 
money accruing from Masses 
would be paid the priest as an addi- 
tional allowance if it were not for 
the offerings they receive for 
Masses. Every pastor must say 
Mass every Sunday and on more 
than thirty other days of the year 
for his congregation without any 
offering from them. This would 
leave about 280 times when a 
priest might receive an offering. 
The average offering for a low 
Mass is $1.00, which means that 
throughout the whole year the 
priest would receive $280.00 for 
Masses. In many parishes the 
priests have as many high Masses 
as low Masses, and if they had a 
high Mass on every one of the 
280 days it would mean that they 
received, after paying the organist, 
$1120.00 for these. Therefore the 
salary of the priest, plus high 
Masses on every day they could 
say them, would amount to con- 
siderably less than the average 
Protestant minister receives. 
There is no charge for a Mass, 
but because the priest could not 
begin to offer as many Masses as 
the entire congregation might ap- 
proach him for saying the custom 
arose to make an offering on the 
basis of St. Paul’s declaration that 
they “who preach the gospel 
should live by the gospel.” In 
other words, the priest should be 
supported chiefly by the things 
with which he is expected to deal 
as a priest. He is called a priest 
because his chief purpose in the 
holy ministry is to offer sacrifices. 
St. Paul writes in his letter to the 
Hebrews (V, 1) “For every high 
priest taken from among men is 
appointed for men in the things 
pertaining to God, that he may 
offer gifts and sacrifices for sins.”

The same saint represents that the 
distinguishing character of the 
New Law religion is that “it has 
an altar.” The altar implies sacri- 
fice, and calls for the ministry of a 


priest. 

A priest would be suspended 
from the ministry if it could be 
proved that he ever represented 
that the soul of any particular per- 
son was in purgatory, and that his 
relatives would be obligated, there- 
fore, to have Masses said for his 
soul. It is not necessary. for the 
priest to solicit Masses because 
the people want them. 


The author writes: 


“After he dies his relatives are 
levied upon for years for funds to 
employ a priest who pretends to 
pray him out of purgatory. A dead 
Roman Catholic is never forgotten 
by the priest while his relatives 
have a penny that can be extorted 
from them. If they have no money 
or will not pay for Masses, the 
soul of the dead may, so far as the 
priests are concerned, suffer in 
purgatory or be cast into hell 
forthwith.” | 

The author cites an instance of | 
a “woman in Mexico who had lost| 
her only son, being robbed of 
$5,000.00, practically all she had, 
by a priest who was engaged to 
deliver his soul from purgatory. 
After the priest had obtained the 
money, he was asked whether the 
son was now in heaven, and he 
only said that he was some better 
off, and left the heart of the poor 
mother to her grief.”

ist standing near asked him if he 
brought home any relics of Truth. 
With mouth agape the astonished 

easant said, ‘Why, no! I did not 
‘eam there was such a saint—lI 
never heard any one ask for him 
in Rome!’ ” : 

No lay pilgrim to Rome 1s ever 
given relics of the saints, and as 
to “truth” the pilgrim was abso- 
lutely certain that he had it be- 
fore he visited Rome, which cannot 
be said of any non-Catholic.

‘The Protestant’ 
Deceives Again 


The secular press has given un- 
due notice to the petition which 
the editor of The Protestant induc- 
ed nearly 1300 clergy nen to sign 
for presentation to President Tru- 
man in which they expressed their 
protest against the continuance of 
friendly relations between our 
State Department and the Vatican. 

Kenneth Leslie, the Editor of 
The Protestant, has been long sup- 
porting Communist propaganda in 
the name of Protestantism, which 


he certainly does not represent. His 
periodical has not even a Protes- 


tant tinge, and his faith is in ne 
sense Protestant, but rather anti- 
Catholic and pro-Communist. Con- 
tributors to his magazine have had 
a long “Left-wing” recor’, and the 
charge has often been made against 
him that he seeks to line up Protes- 
tant churchmen more to the benefit 
of Communism than to the detri- 
ment of Catholicism. In fact in his 
petition he says: “The Papacy has 
openly declared war against world 
Communism as represented by So- 
viet Russia.” Is it not the busi- 
ness of every Protestant religion 
to do the same thing? If Protes- 
tantism is pro-Christ then it must 
be anti-Communist, because Com- 
munism is the antithesis of 
Christianity. 

A few years ago the editor of 
The Protestant circulated a pro- 
Semitic statement among Protes- 
tant clergymen for their signa- 
tures, and then gave i. to the press 
to create the impression that since 
the statement had no Catholic 
clergy signatories, the latter must, 
therefore, be anti-Semitic. The 
fact is, of course, that Leslie 
sought no signatures from the 
Catholic clergy, every one of whom, 
by his very faith, must refrain 
from being anti-racial. 

J. J. Gilbert, the news corres- 
pondent, writing from Washington, 
D. C., confirms our observations 
that Protestant clergymen who co- 
operate with Leslie are playing in- 
to the hands of Communists. He 
writes: “The Reds were not un- 
happy when the strident protests 
were inaugurated, and there is a 
growing suspicion that they are 
now anxious to keep them alive, 
now that they see in them a par- 
tial blow to the Marshall Plan 
and the rehabilitation of Europe 
and the world.” 

“On the day last week when Mr. 
Taylor arrived back in the United 
States from Europe, it was report- 
ed that 1275 Protestant clergymen 
and 6000 Protestant lay church 
members had signed a petition to 
present to President Truman to 
recall Mr. Taylor’s mission.

But until this can be done, until 
the funds can be had, the moral 
obligation of both the staff and the 
city council must be brought to 
light and realized. 

If there were no patients, there 
would be no hospital, and, conse- 
quently, no problem. The patients 
are at the core of the thing. Yet 
the arguments that filled the room 
centered around budgets, taxes, 
lunches, minimum pay and super- 
vision. 

Just the realization of a moral 
obligation is not expected to clear 
away the trouble between the coun- 
cil and the hospital. But it would, 
if properly outlined, give them a 
eommon basis from which to work. 
And it would, in turn, give them 
a basis for a human conception of 
the problem that could be present- 
ed to the real estate holders and 
the taxpayers. 

If properly realized and realis- 
tically applied, it would bring the 
patients to a first degree of im- 
portance, it would replace personal 
interests with a necessary common 
aid, and in the long tun would 
make for a more Christian and 
lively community. 

As I have said, it.is an ancient 
story. lin and it is 
severe. It is, in a way, the climax 
of a bourgeois society. 

But the solution is a thing just 
as ancient. It is in Christ, and 
we, modeled of Christ, are not en- 
tirely unaware of it. But it has 
been subjected to such an array 
of personal, worldly desires, that 
it, more than not, has been worn 
thin and lies dormant. 

It is no more than a personal 
duty that we revive it. It is the 
duty of a major, a surgeon, a nurse. 
It is the cuty of everyone, no mat- 
ter what their state in the com- 
munity.

Q. Would this imply that God would make it 


must believe and do for our salvation? 

A. Certainly. To leave us in doubt or uncer- 
tainty concerning our very destiny and the means 
of reaching it would be unworthy of God. Christ 
said that He came to “bear witness to the truth” 
(John XVIII, 37), and assured His followers 
“you shall know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free” (John VIII, 32). When you are 
in error your mind is enslaved and not free. 

Writing to Titus (1 Tit. II, 4) Paul observed 
that God wills that all people “come to the knowl- 
edge of the truth.” If God wills that He must 
make it possible even for the illiterate. Paul 
calls the Church “the pillar and ground of the 
truth” (Ibid. III, 15). Speaking of himself this 
apostle declared (2 Cor. XI, 10) “the truth of 
Christ is in me.” 

Q. I take it, then, that people in error or in 
doubt must take steps to find the truth. 

A. That is right. God certainly would not ex- 


so important, and they themselves should not 
wish to be in error or in doubt when the truth 
can be known. 

Q. That being the case are we to conclude that 
all religions are not equally good? 
“ a they contradict one another even in 
matters of prime importance all cannot possess 
the truth. God could not endorse two, much 
less two hundred, mutually contradictory re- 
ligions. 
Q. What do you mean -”* 
importance” ? 
A. Unitarians, for instance, reject the doctrine 
of the Holy Trinity, which expresses the very 
mode of existence of God. They deny the di- 
vinity of Christ, which is fundamental to Chris- 
tianity. Most religious bodies hold that one’s

the “private judgment” theory reduced to prac- 
tice is responsible for the confusion in Protes- 
tantism, split into hundreds of sects. 

Q. I presume then that God could have in- 
stituted only one religion for the entire world. 

A. You are correct, and there has never been 
a world-wide religion other than the Catholic 
from the time of creation. All your Christian 
ancestors, from whatever country they came, had 
been Catholics for centuries. Christendom was 
then united as Christ wanted it to be (John X, 
8; Eph. IV, 5) 

Q. But what if Christians of the various de- 
nominations are sincere? 

A. They cannot satisfy a God of truth if they 
be in error, even though sincerely. Of course 
they will be judged by Him according to their 
sincerity, provided they would be willing to give 
up their error for the truth if they knew it ex- 
isted elsewhere. However, you must not identify 
sincerity with truth. For centuries people were 
sincere in believing that the sun rather than the 
earth moved, but they were in error. 

Q. Where must we look for the truth? 

A. To “the Church of the living God, the pil- 
lar and foundation of truth” (1 Tit. III, 15), 
which is guided by the Holy Spirit “the Spirit 
of truth” (John XV, 26), Who, Christ declared, 
will “guide you into all truth” (Ibid. XVI, 13). 
The Bible speaks of such a church founded by 
the Son of God during His sojourn on earth. 

Q. Am I wrong in having supposed that the 
Bible is the guide to the true religion? 

A. The Bible contains much of God’s revela- 
tion, but its faulty interpretation has led mil- 
lions into error even as the separate denomina- 
tions admit. The “Church of the living God” 
existed first, and its sons wrote the New Testa- 
ment, which records much of Christ’s teaching 
His missionary work and His miracles. The 
Bible, therefore, is the product of the Church 
and not the Church the product of the Bible.

‘ong between the Commissioner of 
ast Affairs and the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions for the 
payment of such money for the 
support of Indian Catholic schools, 
does not violate the constitution. 
In accordance with this decision, 
the Government of the United 
States or any state may enter in- 
to a contract or agreement or un- 
derstanding with any religious 
group without violating the con- 
stitution. During the past war, 
both the Army and Navy entered 
into relations with three religious 
bodies, the Catholie Military Ordi- 


mission on Chaplains in relation to 
the chaplain services. This was 
not separation of church and state; 
it did involve cooperation of church 
and state. 

Everv session of both houses of 
Congress is opened by religious 
prayer; the phrase “In God We 
Trust” appears on our coinage, 
etc. The constitutional interdict 
does not prohibit religion in the 
government; it forbids the gov- 
ernment from interfering in reli- 
gious matters. 

2? The United States has achiev- 
ed an amazingly brilliant record 


in providing free schools, paid for | 


by local taxation, from the kinder- 
garten through college courses, for 
the children and youth of the coun- 
try. In most states, provision is 
made compelling children, willing 
or unwilling, fit or unfit, te at- 
tend school up to a specified age, 
often 16 or 18 years of age. 

But neither the Federal Gov- 
ernment nor state governments nor 
municipalities may prohibit chil- 
dren from attending other than 
publie institutions, provided the in- 
dependent schools qualify scholas- 
tically. There are numerous paro- 
chial and private schools, 
charging fees, which are preferred 
by some parents to the public 
schools. Mr. Thayer himself di-

| pects such a school. The children 
attending such schools must con- 
form to state disciplines as to at- 
tendance, health examination, 
courses leading to graduation, etc. 

While the virtue of the public 
school system is not questioned, 
many parents wish their children 
to be reared in a less secular at- 
mosphere. Rich parents can send 
their children to such church 
schools as Groton, St. Pauls, St. 
Marks, etc.; less wealthy parents 
may send their children to day 
schools of this type. Catholic par- 
ents send their children to paro- 
chial schools. This has been an 
|American way since colonial day. 
In fact, one of the oldest schools 
in America, the Collegiate School, 
was founded by the Dutch Reform- 
ed Church more than 300 years 
aga. 

In view of this, it is difficult 
to see the validity of Mr. Thayer’s 
paragraph, unless specific objec- 
tion is made to Roman Catholics. 
That raises another and more seri- 
ous question altogether. 


91% Of Kansas City 
Youth Enrolled For 
Church Schools 


Fifty-six Protestant, one Jewish 
and 12 Catholic religious educa- 
tion centers were open as Kansas 
City marked the start of its 25th 
year of the week-day church school 
program this fall. 

Nearly 11,000 children—about 91 
per cent of all the youngsters in 
the city—have been enrolled to at- 
'tend the centers this year. They 
are given time off from their regu- 
lar school work and may go to the 
‘church center which is the choice 
of their parents. 

Prior to 1940, Kansas City had 
the largest number of pupils in 
week-day religious education of 
any community in the United 
States. During the early 1940's 
New York City forged ahead in 
|this respect, leaving Kansas City 
‘In second place, a ranking it still 
holds.

This is a matter of importance, 
and of a striking timeliness. More 
than one observer in ‘recent days 
has remarked that world affairs 


@ are “in a mess,” and expressed 


wonder at how the confusion came 
abovt. Some have said that they 
conditions because no 
one planned to bring them to this 
almost unbeliveably bad situation. 
We cannot agree, not a hundred per 
cent anyway, with that observa- 
tion. We believe that much of the 
existing confusion was planned. It 
may be that it has now got out of 
hand, but that is only because the 
planning succeeded beyond the. ex- 


pectations of the plotters. 

That’s where the letter of the 
Polish Bishops comes in. The fight 
the Church must face in that coun- 
try is a “hidden” one. That is the 
most difficult kind to meet. And, 
a hidden persecution can only 
exist because the people behind it 
have planned it, and have planned 
it cunningly. Such a “hidden” per- 
secution of the Church exists in 
other places than Poland, and this 
persecution of the Church is part 
of a large program of deception, 
to promote confusion. 

When one talks about ‘persecu- 
tion of the Church, most people 
seem inclined to think back to the 
days of the Catacombs, when the 
Church was driven underground; 
to the times when priests were 
publicly tortured and slain; when 
convents were burned; when the 
persecutors didn’t try to hide the 
fact that they were persecuting. 

All that’s old fashioned now. 
The persecution is “hidden.” You 
don’t kill the priests and nuns in 
the amphitheater or in the streets. 
You don’t burn churches and con- 
vents. That only brings sympathy 
for the sufferers. 

No, you proclaim “freedom of 
worship,” but make very sure that 
there’s no freedom of religion. You 
let the church edifices remain open, 
you might even make a contribu- 
tion to their repair. But you con- 
fine religion to that edifice, “keep 
it in the sanctuary,” as you say. 
You don’t let it get out into public 
life. You get at the clergy by “rig- 
ging up “trials” of priests in your 
Own special courts. You call them 
Peoples’ courts,” perhaps. You 
might even make a show of a gov- 
ernmental contribution to the sal- 
ary of priests (if the country is 
predominantly Catholic), and then 
you attempt to discredit all of the 
recipients by slandering the repu- 
tations of some of them. Another 
Way is to ostentatiously leave the 
Priests alone, and see to it that 
they are not permitted to propa- 
gate their religion. You let them 
officiate at religious ceremonies— 
In their churches—but that’s the 
it, you say.

“we would see Jesus” (John XII, 21), so these souls are call- 
ing out for missionaries, so that they may learn the mysteries 
of the Faith, hear the tidings of great joy—in a word, that 
they too may see Jesus. ; 

Judge then of the sadness of Our paternal heart if we 
must close Our ears to such pleadings, if We must ignore the 
voices that call to Us from the pagan world. And in sorrowing 
heart We must confess that the means at Our disposal are re- 
gretfully inadequate. The sad circumstance of these times 
have lessened the number of missionaries. The war has dealt 
a heavy blow to the Church in Europe: a very considerable 
number of priests were killed or died in imprisonment, semi- 
naries were closed, diocesan organization upset and vast 
numbers of the faithful forced to migrate from their homes; 
with the consequence that the Church has not only been de- 
prived of an important part of its material means for mis- 
sionary support but also of that ever increasing number of 
generous souls who, year after year, had been going forth 
from home and country as Europe’s contribution to the cause 
of the Missions. 

In these circumstances We look to the United States 
where with the warm encouragement of Our Venerable Breth- 
ren, the Archbishops and Bishops, such magnificent work has 
been accomplished by the Diocesan Directors of the Pon- 
tifical Mission Aid Societies. The response made last year by 
the faithful of the United States to the work of the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith, the largest recorded from American Catho- 
lics, already so distinguished for their generosity, is a marked 
tribute to the lively interest of the Hierarchy in this cause; 
it is a tribute likewise to the work of those who, under their 
zealous guidance, promote the interests of the Pontifical Mis- 
sion Societies—the Diocesan Directors, the clergy secular and 
religious, the teachers, religious and lay alike. Above all it is 
a tribute to the praiseworthy spirit of charity and self-sac- 
rifice which animates so many millions of the faithful, young 
and old, throughout the United States. We are happy to have 
this opportunity of extending to all who shared in this mag- 
nificent accomplishment, the sincere and profound thanks of 
Our paternal heart. 

While inspiring have been the fruits of the past year, 
the needs of the present hour call for still greater sacrifices 
and so there must be a deepening of the missionary spirit of 
sacrifice. Whence comes that inspiration to sacrifice? It 
comes from a prayerful awareness of the needs of the mis- 
sions. The Catholic’s response to missionary appeal must not 
be a mere material gift of aid but a gift coming forth from 
a heart which beats in unison with the heart of Him Who was 
sent by God, Jesus Christ the Divine Missionary, Who wills 
all men to be saved and to come to a knowledge of the truth 
(2 Tim. 11, 4). A Catholic’s interest in the Missions must not 
be superficial; it should go as deep as the character imprinted 
on the soul in Baptism and Confirmation whereby we are con- 
formed to the likeness of Christ, deputed to His service and 
pledged to work hard and constantly for the building up and 
increase of the Mystical Body of Jesus Christ. And, indeed, 
Mission Sunday is a most fitting occasion for arousing that 
spirit of sacrifice, as also of prayer, for the Missions when 
with hearts raised up in supplication to the Lord of the Har- 
vest, we pledge ourselves to work for the increase on earth 
of the Kingdom of God. It is, too, the day whereon every 
Catholic should recall the Psalmist’s question “What shall I 
render to the Lord for all the things He hath rendered to 
me?” (Psl. CXV.12). Surely no greater gift can be returned 
to God than our generous service, our wholehearted efforts to 
oa with others that which we prize most—the gift of 

aith. 

The noble generosity with which the faithful of the 
United States, under the guiding inspiration of Our Vener- 
able Brethren, the Archbishops and Bishops, have answered 
Qur many appeals for charitable aid, gives Us confidence that 
in the cause of supreme charity, the cause for which Christ 
Our Savior laid down His life on the Cross, their response 
will be not less generous. It gives Us hope that many young 
souls will follow in the footsteps of Our Divine Master and 
dedicate their lives to the salvation of souls, on the missions. 
We place the fulfilment of Our confidence and of Our hope 
under the loving care of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
Queen of the Missions, that she at whose generous consent to 
Divine inspiration, the Word, the Savior of the world, was 
made Flesh, may foster in many young hearts among you that 
generosity of spirit to answer readily to the voice of God 
calling for laborers into His missionary vineyard.

The aim of the two aningge gy is 
to hasten the fulfillment of the 
promises of the conversion of Rus- 
sia made by the Blessed Virgin at 
Fatima by moving the hearts of 
the faithful throughout the world 
to increased prayer for that in- 
tention. 


“It would seem that Our Blessed 
Lady is reaching around the world 
from Fatima to embrace mankind 
and to touch the curtained borders 
of the great country whose con- 
version she promised in 1917,” de- 
clared John M. Haffert, Catholic 
author, lecturer and editor of the 
Scapular Magazine printed here.
